The 
m agnificent stand of the Second Division against, su­ 
perior numbers that ran as high as 10 to 1 represents as 
courageous a defense as recorded in the history of Amer­ 
ican arms. W hile our air and sea forces have helped to 
overcom e the superior ground forces of the enem y, the 
massed attacks of the TChinese Reds could have been 
stopped only with the brand of determ ination and spirit 
that has characterized our fighting forces in that far 
off land across the Pacific. Every American should be 
mindful of Ihe heroic sacrifice which these young men 
are m aking for their country and its defense of human 
liberty. 
It is regrettable that our national legislators have to 
be debating the strategy of this Korean war (and the 
foreign policy of this nation) while these American sol­ 
diers, airmen and sailors are fighting and dieing in it. 
All agree that our objective should be to win the war 
in Korea and halt the advance of Communism in A sia— 
the thing we started out to do. But the issue becam e 
involved with the entrance of the Chinese Comm unists 
into the battle for Korea . . . and there are several 
schools of thought as to what we should do now. 
It seem s that the w isest course lies som ewhere be­ 
tween General MacArthur's “go it alone if necessary” 
policy and the present plan of holding on and w aiting 
for a break. Am ericans are against war alm ost to a man 
- but m any are beginning to wonder if our present policy 
is not leaving all the final choices to the enem y— and 
where 1 his will lead us to in the end. Most Am ericans 
seem to believe that it is time w e were m aking our own 
decisions— and 
not 
keep on w aiting to see w hat the 
enem y is going to do. 
All the w hile the war in Korea w ages furiously— un- 
decisively— back and forth. We should be thankful for 
these men who are carrying out the difficult and furious 
task assigned to them. They are fighting with the spirit 
of free men and true Americans, and w e cannot believe 
that their sacrifice has been in vain. No m atter how 
m any m istakes our civil leaders may have m ade in the 
past our fighting forces have alw ays been victorious. The 
men who gave their lives in the Argonne Forest and on 
the beaches of Norm andy did not die in vain. It is only 
because of their sacrifice that w e are a free nation today.
